Dr. Jeter was born in Charlotte 
County, Virginia, October 7, 1851; 
his parents were Ryland and Mary 
Jeter, his father later joining 
slave troops. in the Civil War 
where he was killed. 

To Newnrort-in- 1875 

After education at Wayland 
Seminary Dr. Jeter. went to New- 
port, R. I,.“in 1875 to supply the 
pulpit- of Shiloh Baptist Church 
for three months.- He was later 
called..as_its. pastor which charge 
he held for forty-two years. He 
outlived the original. members: of 
his congregation whose grandchil- 
dren and great grandchildren are 
members now. 

In-1878 he was married to Miss 
Thomasinia Hamilton: of Brook- 
lyn, N. `Y., whose father, Thomas 
Hamilton, was the editor of “The 
Anglo-African,” the earliest Negro 
paper of this country, They were 
together for nearly 53 years, death 
claiming Mrs. Jeter in 1931.
